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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims. 1 -33 of U. S. Application 09/81 8, 505, filed 03/28/2001 
(Continuation of Application 08/927,291 , filed 9/1 1/1997) are presented for 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -33 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Appellants map the independent claims to the specification in the "Summary of 
the Invention". 

- Claim 1 : (see lines 1-7, page 4, Appeal Brief). The prior art does not 
disclose or suggest the specific setup parameters, Gr, Gl, Or, Ol, Sr, SI 
as recited in the Brief, in reference to claim 1 , as defined in the 
specification (pp. 49-50, specification), and in the context of the claims. 

- Claims 8, 16, 25: Appellants, in reference to claims 8, 16, 25, refer (pp. 
4-6, Appeal Brief) to portions of the specification that again that 
disclose Gr, Gl, Or, Ol, Sr, SI. These particular setup parameters, as 
defined in the specification, and in the context of the claims are not 
disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Group Technology techniques are well known in the prior art as noted by 
Appellants in the specification lines 6-13, page 5, specification). The prior art of 
record, while disclosing Group Technology techniques, does not expressly 
disclose or suggest the particular setup parameters Gr, Gl, Or, Ol, Sr, SI, as 
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defined in the specification, in the context of the claims. Therefore, the rejections 
do not meet the conditions as suggested in MPEP section 2132, namely: 
"The identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is 
contained in the ... claim. " Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co., 868 F. 2d 1226, 1236, 
9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). The elements must be arranged as 
required by the claim, but this is not an ipsissimis verbis test, i.e., identity of 
terminology is not required. In re Bond, 910 F.2d 831, 15 USPQ2d 1566 (Fed. 
Cir. 1990)." 

4. Therefore, claims 1-33 are allowed over the prior art of record.
